occasionn!ly he illustrates his meanipg with a
story or a sumile that derives its siznlficance not
80 much from its intense beauty as from its ap-
propriateness and the pleturesqgueness of the
inlleeiions with which his voice interprets it.

The Lincoln Statue.

For a number of years a rude heap of stones
fins marked the spot where it was intended to
erect a statue to the memory of Abraham Lin-
coln. That statue has at last béen erected, and
is the object of contemplation by every one of
the thousands who during every twenty-four
Lours pass near the intersection of Fourteenth
street and Broadway. Belween Fourteenth
and Fifteenth streets and University Place and
Fourth avenue stands Unioa Bquare, a large cir-
eular enclosure that constitutes one of the
prettiest of the several small parks in the city
of New York. Outside this enclosure, and in a
southeastern direction from it, stands a bronze
cquestrian  statue, representative of Wash-
imgton on hborseback. Washington is sta-
tloned with his back to the south and
with his calm front facing the north and west,
in the directlon of which the city's future is
gtretehing. What this bronze slatue sorely
needed was a companion statue to decorate the
southwestern corner of thesqnare space inwhich
the park iz located. It was hoped thatthe bronze
statue of Lincoln would afford the necessary re-
lief, and great hopes were placed upon the com-
pletion of the structure. Now that it {s com-
pleted, it turns out to be a painful and ridicu-
lous failure. The features of Old Abe are deco-
rated with a bronze beard, which iz extremely
unlike any hirsute apparatus that the friends of
that Chief Magistrate remember to have ever
seen him wear: and the expression upon the
features is that of idiotic amazement at the turn
things hove taken, and the change that bhas
come upon that portion of Broadway.

THE INDIAN COUNCIL,

White nnd Red Men—Speeches of the Sava
—Address of a ':‘hllmlelphlnn. e
In carrying out the new plan of allowing benevo-
lent and religlous bodies to nrpulnt Indian agents,
Secretary Cox has assigned the £‘hlPPewu Reserva-
tion of Minnesota, and the so.called “Lake Saperior”
and “Michigan’ agencies, to the American Mission-
ary Association, An officer of the latter association,
Major 8, N. Clark, having attended a council re-
cently held at Crow Wing, Minn.,, sends to the
Chicago Tribune a report of the proceedings, which
wiil be found especlally interesting to our readers,
on Aecount of the part taken by Mr. Willlam Weish,
a well-known Phlladelphian, in the proceedings,
Speeches were made a8 follows: —
BAD BOY.

“The reason for calling this conncil is, that we
may meet our friends. I have been before big oill-
cers of the Government, and Lhey have ways
listened to me., Ounr friepds have always tried to
help us, and this 18 why we ask you to héar onr
wrongs to-day. (We are not going to talk of new
things, but of old matters,) The treaty promises to
us fiave not been fulflied. We think that, if our
friends will take hold, they can help us, and we can
find what we have lost. We depend greatly on
Bighop Whipple and Mr, Rice. We wish our Great
Father at Washington to grease his wagon weil
when he sends our goods to us, that (t may reach ns,
and not break down,"”

TEMPERANCE CHIEF (PILLAGER CHIEF).

““We nll wished to meet you, my friends. What-
ever 1 say 8 the wish of the Pillager Ipdians. I
speak for them here, and wish to recBive your
apswer, that I may tell it to my friends, Weare
gorry that these treaties look so well at first, and
alterwards not so well. We expect and belleve that
the agent of the Great Father spends all that I8
authorized for us, If the promises made had been
carried out faithinlly, they wonld have made us well
off to-day. You see how well off we are,. We
think our Great Father sends us all he promises,
but the messenger (3 blind or careless, an
loses it on the way, ((3eneral expression
of assert by the Indians.) If our Great
IMather could see what we do not
celve, we belleve he would feel sorry.
88y nothing against him, He does all he can. De-
tween him and us is the trouble, The Pillagers
have the hardest name among the Indians; yet, bad
a3 we are, we respect our Great Father's agent. We
see with our own eyes that he puts part of our
money in his valise and carries it away., We might
take it away from him, but we are not mean enongh
for that, And now, unless we get assistance, we

have no hope for our children, e ask your hel
that our children may ilve, and not e destroyed. It
would be a great satisfaction tous {f we could re-
celve what

‘Emmlmd us, and we Know it would
lease you. € ask your ht:IE‘p again, because we
selleve the ears of the Cireat Father are stopped up,
and he does not hear our complaints, We hope be-
fore the council ends to hear from some of you, 8o
that we can tell our young men,"

MR. WILLIAM WELSH,

“'Mr, Rice has told you truly that I am his friend,
n friend of Bishop Whipple, and especlally your
friend. He has sald he can do little; but what he
can do he will, and thatis much, Bishop Whipple
has great power with God and man., A week ago
he sent a mesgage on a little wire 1o me, and I have
come many hundred miles to be with you and him
to-day. There Is great power with you. Look to
and ask the Great b{li_l‘ll. I have very little power;

They cannot preveut the white
people from destroying the game, Toey therefore
want to teach the Indian to draw from the earth
what will feed him and his family, 80 that they will
not starve, 1 know it Is hard for the Indlans to
change their habits. 1t is hard for me; but [ cando
it, and 1 believe you cas. Some of the best farmers
in the Missonri Yalley were once Indlans on the war-
path and in thechase. Some of the best herdsmen
were wild Indians. You know how they love their
norses and other pete. This change of habits is the
hardest thing for the Indians; but they must make t,

nd work for thelr living, My own sons would like

o have me give them plenty of mopey, 50 that they
might hunt and flsh, and have ag easy time; bat,
though 1 love them, I think If best that they should
work for their living, The Great Father told me
that he wanted to look on the Indlans of this coun-
try as his own children., He will heip those who got
furms and live on them, because he Enows they will
then rige to true diguity. The hoogrier an Indian

ecome good farmers. Your friends can help you ;
